and 
in consequ ence M c­ 
Lean, who was nev er popu lar ev en 
with his own party , will likely no 
longer be talked of as a v ice presi­ 
dential candidate on the ticket 
with Mr. Bry an nex t y ear. 
The resu lt in Kentu cky , shou ld 
the later retu rns confirm the earlier 
ones, pointing to the election of 
Tay lor, 
repu blican, as gov ernor, 
does not mean that the state is 
wedded to repu blicanism.

so n Herald Mo nday afterno o n :

Yancey , who has had charg e o f 
the injured man ev er since his in­ 
jury , arrang ed fo r taking him to 
the Katy ho spital at Sedaiia fo r 
treatment. 
This is fo r the o stensi­ 
ble purpo se o f g iv ing the wo unded 
man better treatment than he co uld 
g et here, but the true o bject o f the 
transfer is because tho se co ncerned 
g reatly fear an attempt will be 
made to do him further harm if he 
remains 
here. 
Last 
nig ht 
the 
do cto r was info rmed that a perso n 
was pro wling aro und the ho use, 
and at times two perso ns were 
aro und, seeking admittance at the 
dead ho ur o f the nig ht, and this 
caused co nsiderable alarm to Mr. 
Co ncanno ii’s friends and his phy ­ 
sician, and he tho ug ht the best 
thing to be do ne was to send him 
o ff to the ho spital, where his injury 
will hav e the best o f care, and he 
will be safe fro m further injury , if 
any o ne really has such intentio ns 
to ward him. 
Fro m the actio n o f the do cto r in 
sending his patient away , fro m the 
statement o f the father o f Mr. Co n­ 
canno n that his so n had stated that| 
he asked that the detectiv e be ad­ 
mitted to see him, and fro m the 
fear o f friends that further injury 
will be do ne him if he remains 
here, it is safe to co nclude that the 
sto ry the injured man to ld the de­ 
tectiv e was a thrilling o ne, that it 
inv o lv ed perso ns well kno wn in 
Deniso n and that there is a definite 
clue o n which the o fficers hav e to 
wo rk, and that impo rtant arrests 
will fo llo w.

fro nt o f the safe taking his run o ut 
o f the safe, as is usual, as he co mes 
into to wn, and heard them talking . 
One o f them said : 
“ Lo o k o ut fo r 
that do o r nex t the eng ine; damn 
the o ther do o r.” 
The man de­ 
manded the co ntents o f the safe, 
and he started to mo v e, when o ne 
o f them struck him with a sand­ 
bag , kno cking him to the flo o r. He 
was no t kno cked senseless by the 
blo w, and the ro bbers o bserv ed it, 
whenjo ne o f them said : “ Hit him 
ag ain.” 
The ex press messeng er 
beg g ed them no t to kill him, and 
to ld them he wanted to see his rel­ 
ativ es befo re he died.

him: 
“ Be damned to y o ur fo lks,” 
and o ne o f the men bent o v er him 
and struck him ano ther terrible 
blo w with the sandbag , after which 
he remembers abso lutely no thing .

struck o ne o f the men said : “ Hur­ 
ry up and finish him ; we hav e g o t 
to g et o ff and catch the hind end.” 
As stated abo v e, 
the ex press 
messeng er said he remembered no 
mo re till he reg ained co nscio usness 
y esterday , and all that fo llo wed is 
a blank to him. 
Fro m the sto ry o btained fro m the 
messeng er it is tho ug ht that he can 
thro w so me lig ht o n the identity 


o f the men, and that he can reco g ­ 
nize their v o ices if no t their faces. 
As he talked with them, it is cer­ 
tain that he can identify them, if 
he ev er saw them befo re. 
The se­ 
cret serv ice men feel that they 
hav e a pretty clo se clue o n the ro b­ 
bers, fro m ex pressio ns o f lo cal o f­ 
ficers.
